Lance Corporal] Ernest Grimes hns 


been wounded, again, his sixth tune, 
bnt says, "I'll soon be ready to go back, 
and do another bit." Grimes enlisted iu 
the regular army in 1910 and was 
drawn from India when the little army 
settled down to the first winter of 
trench warfare. His first wound camo 
at hill 60, when be was hit by a hand 
grenade fragment. 
Five months in a 


hospital was his portion. The second, 
a bullet'wound in the arm, took sis 
weeks to repair. Lnst summer on the 
Somme a shrapnel bail bit. Grimes In 
the leg and put him away for two 
months, and another grenade wound in 
the back, suffered in the fighting at 
Moquet Farm, sent him to the hospital 
for the fourth tlmo. 


A man with four wound gtripes is

Miss Edna Engle, who was visiting 
Miss Dorothy Hershberger was a 


THE WORRY HABIT. 


It Nat Only Kills Poace of Mind, but 


It a Menace to Health. 


The protective instinct is present in 


the human mind and when properly di- 
rected is a great source ot prosperity 
both to too individual xnd the nation. 
In order fur man to store up and toy 
by, to gain advancement either in hon- 
or or material things, it if necessary 
that he talce some forethought of the 
morrow, but just so soon as be carries 
this beyond the normal point the men- 
tal process becomes an exaggerated 
and abnormal one. 


The normal protective instinct is 


stimulated by a normal fear of those 
events which are reasonably sure to 
happen in the future unless means are 
adopted against them. Tho mom"iit 
that this fear becomes abnormal or ex- 
aggerated it cveratimulates this pro- 
tective Instinct, and to no' good pur- 
pose, because it results In worry. This 
worry continues long after the neces- 
sity for the normal stimulus of fear 
has-pa«ed, with the result that there 
Ix an impairment in mental power and 
a dissipation of the nervous forces. In 
fact, worry ia an abnormal state. 


Not all worry is preventable, but fof 


tho most part it can be avoided. Moaj) 
of our tears ace never realized, and, a* 
ft rule. If we meet our troubles day by 
day as they come without worrying* 
about them before they arrive or fret- 
ting over them after they have punned 
we will nnd that we have the strength 
to rise above them. Worry undermines 
the health to a certain e«cut, and' 
every victim of the \virry habit owes 
it to himself to crush it out ot his life.
